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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as 
" comprises " and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should avoid using phrases 
which can be implied, such as, " The present invention provides ," "The disclosure 
defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. See lines 1 and 2 of the 
abstract. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
In page 5, line 4 of paragraph 22, "pivoting shaft" should be -supporting shaft- 
in order to maintain consistency throughout the application. See also page 6, line 3 of 
paragraph 23. 

In page 6, line 2 of paragraph 23, "the spring 5" should be -the spring 4-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the supporting shaft 
making a movement relative to the press member or the guiding wall, as required by 
claim 5; and the supporting shaft having an end receive in the slot of the wall and 
moving back and forth therein, as required by claims 7 and 8, must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: In lines 1 of 
claims 1 and 5, -a- should be inserted prior to "card". In claim 2 line 2, "its bottom end" 
should be -a bottom end--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections set forth 
in this Office action. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to show or suggest an ejection mechanism or a card connector 
comprising a guiding wall on the card connector, a cam groove, a slider pin engaging 
the cam groove, a slider with a press member and a mating portion, a spring, and a 
supporting shaft passing through the spring, in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Koseki et al. (US 6,109,941), Lin (US 5,558,527), Hara et al. (US 
6,123,560), Yeh (US 6,482,020) and Chen (US 6,554,627) disclose ejector mechanism 
for card connectors comprising a cam groove, slider pin and a supporting shaft. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters previously discussed in this Office action.
